The  concept  of  the  physician  as- 
sistant is  relatively  new  and  has  de- 
veloped from  the  basic  premise  that 
many  tasks  performed  by  physicians 
can  be  carried  out  with  equal  compe- 
tence by  specially  trained  health 
professionals.  Hahnemann  graduates 
are  trained  to  perform  complete  or 
directed  history  and  physical  exams, 
organize  the  results,  evaluate  tests, 
diagnose,  or  present  cases  in  a  prob- 
lem oriented  fashion  to  the  supervis- 
ing physician.  They  are  also  trained 
to  carry  out  the  therapeutic  plan  and 
counsel  patients  about  signs  and 
symptoms,  the  meaning  of  the  diag- 
nosis, the  rationale  for  the  effects  of 
treatment,  the  prognosis,  and  neces- 
sary follow-up. 

A  physician  assistant  delivers  pa- 
tient care  in  a  wide  variety  of  prac- 
tice settings  under  the  supervision  of 
a  licensed  physician  who  is  responsi- 
ble and  legally  liable  for  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  assistant.
